GREELY IN THE FAR NORTH 


In Washington to<Iay lives Adolph­ 
us W. Greely, 80 y^ars old, a retired 
m ajor g< rraral of the United States 
arm y. 
One look aft him 
and 
you 
would know he had 1/een a soldier; 
despite his age he still has the up­ 
ward tilt of the chin, the steady look 
from th e eyes. 
He has lived a life 
of busy activity and adventure which 
is the dream of many a boy to live, 
and now his mi mi is -a veritable mo­ 
tion picture screen on which appear 
the fast-m oving images of the past. 
One of the “tilm s” which General 
Greely has viewed 
with 
undoubted 
frequency, 
ailbeit 
with 
emotions 
am ong which regret is mixed always 
and inseparably with pride, has been 
th at of his ill-fated trip irito the far 
North, 
The* passing of the fortieth 
year since the rescue of the 
seven 
survivors, including himself, of his 
expeditionary force 
was marked the 
other day. 
It was June 22, 
1H84, 
th at Winfield S. 
Schley, 
who later 
gained fame in th e Spanish -Am erican 
W ar, effected the- 
release from the 
fastnesses of tin- polar regions of the* 
rem aining members of the heroic lit­ 
tle band which had won for America, 
at a terrible* sacrifice, the distinction 
of having sent m^n to the then farth ­ 
est northern point. 
In 1881 Greely, at the time a lieu­ 
tenant, undertook to lead an explor­ 
ing party to the poleward chores 
of 
Greenland to m aintain an outpost for 
throe years, in which tim e attem pts 
to pent rat* the ice-bound m ystery a* 
the top of the* world were ¡to be made. 
The trip was in furtherance of a plan 
form ulated by the chief of ttfc* arm y 
signal corps Maj. Gen. W. B. flaxen, 
whom Greely later was to suceed in 
that post. The Proteus, a steam seal­
